2., That because of an attempt made some time back, in which some unidsntie
fied person threw a faulty grenade at one of the méh transformers, tweo
policemen are always stationed at the Guarda and other main subestationsg

b, That the equipment of the Empresa Flectrica de Guatemale ie a bastard
mixture of Dutch, German, American and Eritish manufacture and much of
it should have been junked years agoj

¢, That the company, because of the uncertain financial future of its ine
vestments in this country, has hesitated to purchase new equipment;

d. That he and oter company technicians are very fearful that an attempt
may be made against the installations in case of a revolution not because
they favor the present government, which he definitely does not, but bee
cause the slectrical system is in esuch delicate halance that sabotage
might easily do such damage that six months wmight be reguired to effect

repairs,
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4, In view of the latter statement, I belleve that serious consideration shoulid
be given to his boast as reported in nara, ¢ of FGeseB74, ‘owever, it is
to be understood thet he is unaware of many circumetsnces which might senmsitlr
seffect his time calculation with respect to repair of sabotage damage.

5. Lt this point 1 wieh tc stress that Identits 1 of SUAT 281 nae not heen
briefed and, to the contrary, has spacifically stated that he 1s never intere
ested in knowing the reason why thie station may sometimes desire information,
However, he hus zluays bsen most anxiocus o be of ary service which he can nere
form without embarrassment to ODUNIT to whom he obviously has & tremendous
loyalty, ‘ie has the local reputation and givee the impression of being not
only an excellent ODUNIT officer but an outstandingly unself{ish, unpretentious
and devotedly loyal citizen, I would strongly recorment that, if .ossible, such
an umusual and outstanding spirit of cooperation be made a matter of officizl

notice,

6, I questioned him concerning the possibility that the subject of GUAT 392 might
have become suspicious of the interest displayed in the electric company. H
nsve been assured that such is NOT ths case and thai, to the contrary, the
subject of GUAT 392, being a former ODISEX officer, completely accepte the
story given him to the effect that compilation of such dats is a constent
worldewide activikgy of ODEARL and, naturally, is of particular importance in
these trying times when we are engaged in repelling te deadly threat of werice
wide Soviet aggression,
